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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 06/08/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

A. Applicant argues in the arguments that the prior art does not show the 
'electrical switchgear', Drzewiecki discloses 'electrical switchgear' in fig. 5c, unit 
44 as well as in fig. 5a, unit 25,16, 26. The examiner reminds to the applicants 
that during patent examination, the pending claims must be "given the broadest 
reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification. " Applicant always has 
the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation 
by the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be 
interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 
162 USPQ 541, 550-51 (CCPA 1969). While the meaning of claims of issued 
patents are interpreted in light of the specification, prosecution history, prior art 
and other claims, this is not the mode of claim interpretation to be applied during 
examination. During examination, the claims must be interpreted as broadly as 
their terms reasonably allowed. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See 
In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

B. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant 
relies (i.e., high-voltage circuit breaker as electrical switchgear equipment) are 
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not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of 
the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

C. Applicant continues to argue in the arguments that the prior art does not show 
'non-intrusively', Drzewiecki discloses 'non-intrusively' in fig. 5a, unit 20. 
according to Merriam-Webster's dictionary tenth edition, 2001, intrusive means 
act of intruding, and intruding mean to thrust oneself in without invitation, 
permission, in fig. 5a, unit 20 of Drzewiecki invention is not intruding , therefore , 
Drzewiecki discloses 'non-intrusively' in fig. 5a, unit 20. reminds the applicants, 
although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 

F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

D. Applicant continues to argue in the arguments that the prior art does not show 
'gas acts as insulation in a switch gear', Drzewiecki discloses 'gas acts as 
insulation in a switch gear' in fig. 5a, unit 20, 25.
